The undersigned, your Committee to whom was referred the Equalization of 
Town and City Lots, would respectfully report as follows : 

Well aware of the difficulties which surrounded us on every side in the prosecu- 
tion of our labors, we proceeded with great caution, endeavoring to pursue such a 
plan as might result in the most equitable adjustment of this delicate species of 
property. 

Taking the classification of counties as adopted by the Committee on Lands, we 
endeavored to apply the same to the town and city lots, but found that such an 
application would do great injustice to many counties. Assuming that the asses- 
sors endeavored to assess lands and town and city lots at the same proportionate 
value, yet in the classification of the counties by the Committee on Lands many 
counties with poor soil were classified in a lower class than their towns and cities 
should be. We therefore proceeded carefully to compare the number of improved 
and unimproved lots in each county, the average value thereof, and all other par- 
ticulars concerning the same, and have added to or deducted from the assessed 
value thereof, in each county, such a percentage as seemed just and equitable. 

The result of our labors is embraced in the schedule attached hereto and made 
a part of this report. We respectfully recommend the reference of the whole mat- 
ter to the Committee on General Equalization.

Property, presented the following Keport ; which was received and 
referred to the Committee on General Equalization : 

To the State Board of Equalization : 

The Committee on Personal Property would respectfully report that, upon en- 
tering upon our duties as a committee, we first ascertained the rate per cent, of 
additions and deductions of each county, to bring each county to the State ave- 
rage, and in doing so, found a large deficit, amounting to $4,089,977. In order to 
make up this large deficiency, we proceeded to investigate the relative value of 
the personal property in each county, having reference to their location with re- 
gard to markets, quality of stock, and other property subject to taxation, and 
made such deductions from or additions to the several counties, as would do jus- 
tice to all portions of the State, and at the same time raise the aggregate amount 
equal to the original assessment. 
The tabular statement herewith presented, represents the result of our labors.

To tho State Board of EqvMizaiion : 

Your Committee on the Equalization of Railroad Property respectfully submit, 
as a part of this report, the accompanying table, showing the listed and assessed 
value of railroad property in the State, as returned to the Auditor's office in the 
assessment returns from the several counties, for the year 1870. The amounts 
therein set forth being herewith recommended as the equalized valuation of said 
class of property, as between the respective counties. 

Tour committee report that they have examined the assessment returns from the 
several counties where such property is located, together with all other statistics 
relative to the railroads of the State within their reach, which, however, your 
committee regret to state, were very meagre, and, from such examination, they are 
satisfied that any action that could be taken by this committee would tend to de- 
stroy the equality that now exists in the listed and assessed value of such property 
between the several counties, as each railroad company returns the value of the 
rolling stock and track, at the same rate per mile to the several counties through 
which such road runs. It, therefore, is very apparent to your committee that any 
change of such pro rata values, other than to bring such property to its propor- 
tionate value with other classes of property, owing to the limitation placed upon 
the action of the committee by the law, would tend, as before stated, to disturb 
the little equality that now exists with such property, as distributed to the 
several counties. 

The law, with respect to the listing, assessment and equalization of railroad pro- 
perty, seems to your committee to require material amendment, in order that the 
equalization of such property may extend to each road, or i*ather to one road as com- 
pared with other roads, as well as to the same as located in each county. Such 
proper enactment by the General Assembly should be obtained, as will elicit the 
necessary data in regard to the cost, value, etc. of this class of property, to be fur- 
nished, annually, to the proper State department, for the benefit and use of this 
Board, and thereby enable the Board to act understandingly when acting upon 
this important item of taxable property, representing, as it does at this time, and 
daily increasing, at a very rapid rate, a material portion of the wealth of the State. 

For want of such statistical data, and the limited action to which the commiteee 
are confined by the law now governing their action, they have deemed it best to 
adopt the assessed valuation of railroad property, as hereinbefore stated, and, in 
doing so, they adopt and make the same recommendation made by your Commit- 
tee on Equalization of Railroad Property, at the last session of the Board, to-wit : 
"Your committee would further report that, in their ophiion, the only action which 
may be properly taken by the Board, in respect to railroad property, is that of de- 
termining whether or not the aggregate valuation of the same, as assessed, bears a 
just proportion to the aggregate valuation of all property assessed in the State, 
and to ascertain such ratfr of addition to or deduction from the same as equity and 
justice may require, in order to bring such property to the same relative valuation 
as compared with its actual' worth, as exists in regard to all other property ; and 
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to this end we recommend the reference of this subject to the Committee on Gen-' 

eral Equalization."

Gentlemen : Your Committee on Equalization of Town and City Lots, differ- 
ing from the report of the majority, made previous to this, beg leave to present 
the following minority report for your serious and candid consideration. 

Your committee beg leave to state that it has faithfully, carefully and diligently, 
with a view to giving even-handed and exact justice to every portion of the State, 
after the most severe, discouraging and harassing labor, after taking into conside- 
ration the general situation and locality of the towns and cities of the different 
counties, with reference to their surroundings, their stability, permanency and 
wealth, and drawing distinctions between towns and cities, in reference to the 
comparative number of improved and unimproved lots and the different values 
thereof. Your committee has been much embarrassed in its attempt to reconcile 
apparent inconsistencies, and to arrive at anything like an intelligent understand- 
ing of the matter, believing it to be one of the most difficult tasks of the Board 
to justly and fairly equalize town and city lots ; but, from personal knowledge 
and the best information within its reach, your committee arrived at the conclu- 
sion, for convenience sake, to classify the counties in nine distinct and separate 
classes, numbering from 1 to 9, and four extra classes marked, consecutively, A, B, 
C and D, viz ;

Your committee, to whom was re-referred the business of equalizing the rail- 
road property of the State, would again report that they have carefully and more 
fully examined the assessments of the railroad property of the State, and have, in 
accordance with the expressed wish of a majority of this Board, made a table show- 
ing the additions and deductions made in each county, to bring all railroad pron 
perty to the State average. In the work of equalizing, as between counties, your 
committee have made such changes as they believe the case requires, so as to bring 
the assessments in each county to a standard of comparative values. Your com- 
mittee find that the law under which we are empowered to act, does not permit 
us to equalize the railroad property of the State, as between different lines of roads ; 
consequently we can only equalize as to counties. Here we find difiiiculties star- 
ing us in the face. We having only the business of equalizing property for State 
purposes on our hands, our work does not, therefore, materially affect taxation for 
county and local purposes ; and, unless the aggregate of values are increased, the 
same results in taxes for State purposes would be reached by adopting the listed 
returns by the several railroads, as they are found in the tabular statements. 

The question of power to equalize, as between counties, seems clear and explicit ; 
but the application of that authority does not appear to effect a change in the di- 
rection sought. Being confined, as we seem to be, to the aggregate listed returns, 
it does not, in our judgment, make any difference to the railroad companies nor 
to the State whether they pay fifty per cent, more taxes in one county than in an- 
other. 

In forming these conclusions your committee would state that they have consulted 
able counsel as well as the law, and have also examined decisions of the Supreme 
Court touching the powers of assessment and taxation, as well as the duties of the 
State Poard of Equalization. /^ 
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In consideration, then, of all the embarrassments, legal and otherwise, that ap- 
pear to surround us, we would earnestly recommend a change in the law by our 
Legislature ; and, in view of that change, would also recommend that the amended 
law should provide for a committee of not less than five members of the State 
Board of Equalization, together with the Secretary of the Board, as clerk, whose 
duties shall be, before another session of this Board, to visit all the lines of rail- 
roads in the State, and make a careful examination into the values of all classes 
of railroad property, and to report the same for the information and guidance of 
this Board in equalizing and assessing the railroad property of the State. 

Your committee would, therefore, recommend that the result of our investigations 
be placed in the hands of the Committee on General Equalization, to be disposed 
of by them as in their judgment the law and the facts would indicate.

Your Committeo, to whom was referred the proposed new Revenue Law, sub- 
mitted to the Board by the Special Committee appointed at the last session, have 
had the same under consideration since it was submitted to us. 

We have given the bill a very careful and critical examination, making such 
changes and amendments as our judgment dictated. We considered the bill, sec- 
tion by section, and, therefore, with confidence, recommend it to the Board, and 
ask that it may receive the unanimous recommendation of the Board to the Gene- 
ral Assembly, for its enactment into the Eevenue Law of the State. 

We find the bill very complete in its details ; that it is arranged in systematic 
order, and that it comprehends all the laws appertaining to State revenue, that 
are believed should be continued in force ; and, as a very desired result, and a 
result which, of itself, should make it meet with favorable consideration — it pro- 
poses to bring the whole revenue system of the State, into one act. 

We are satisfied that the bill meets the requirements of the constitution with 
respect to revenue ; at least, to the extent as is believed to be advisable, at this 
time. 

"Vre, therefore, respectfully submit the bill herewith, as passed upon and ap- 
proved by us, and ask that the board give it a careful consideration and revision, 
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and thus prepare itself to give an earnest recommendation of the bill, to the Gene- 
ral Assembly.

this State, be adopted by this Board, and that each class of property above named, 
in each county and city aforesaid, be equalized in accordance with the rates at- 
tached in said report to each of said classes of property, and that the Chairman 
and Secretary of this Board certify the same to the Auditor of Public Accounts of 
the State of Illinois.

Besolvedj That it is the opinion of this Board, that the aggregate assessment of 
the property of this State for the year 1870, is not more than one-fifth of the true 
value of all the property of the State.

Mr. Reed's amendment was withdrawn by consent of the Board. 
Mr. Piatt moved to lay the resolution on the table. 
The motion to lay on the table was withdrawn by Mr. Piatt, by eon- 
sent of the Board. 

The resolution of Mr. Miles was then adopted. 

Mr. Sleight offered the following resolutions, which were adopted : 

Resolved, That the Secretary of this Board is hereby instructed to prepare and 
complete the tabular statements of assessments for the year 1871, required by law 
to be furnished by the Auditor, in the manner similar to those furnished the pres- 
ent Board, so as to present the averages and additions necessary for the immedi- 
ate use of the Board, on the first day of its session in 1871. 

JResolved, That the Secretary of State cause 1000 copies of said statements, pre- 
pared as aforesaid, to be printed for the use of the Board at its next session ; that 
the Secretary of the Board is hereby instructed to superintend the printing of said 
statements, and is hereby required to complete the statements, and furnish the 
copy to the printer in time for the printing to be done by the first day of the next 
session. 

Besohedt That it shall be the duty of the Secretary of this Board, under direc- 
tion of the Chairman thereof, to prepare and superintend the printing of all blanks 
or other printing that may be found necessary for the use of the Board at its next 
session, and the Secretary of State is hereby authorized to give his order for such 
printing, at the request of the Chairman and Secretary, the intention hereof, be- 
ing, that such blanks and printing may be completed and ready for use of the 
Board on the first day of its next session. 
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Besolvedy That the Chairman certify to the Governor, for his approval, and to 
the Auditor of Public Accounts, for payment, the time the Secretary is employed 
in the discharge of the duties herein required of him ; also, for the time he has 
been employed in the discharge of similar duties prior to and for the use of the 
present session, at the per diem allowed him by this Board therefor. 

Mr. Griffith offered the following resolution, which was adopted : 

Resolved, That the thanks of this Board are hereby tendered to the Committee 
on Revision of the Revenue Law, for their arduous duties in preparing the same. 

Mr. Sleight's resolution offered yesterday, and laid on the table un- 
til this morning, was then taken up. 

Mr. Glenn offered the following as a substitute tor the resolution ot 
Mr. Sleight : 

Besolvedy That the Chairman and Secretary of this Board be appointed a com" 
mittee to lay the bill for the proposed Revenue Law, passed on by the Board, be" 
fore the Legislature at its next session ; and that this Board recommend said bill 
to the favorable consideration of said Legislature. 

The substitute resolution offered by Mr. Glenn, was adopted by the 
Board. 

Mr. McOonuell offered the following resolution, which was adopted: 

Besolvedy That the officers and members of this Board have reason to be highly 
gratified, in view of the favorable acquaintance they have been permitted to form 
at this meeting ; and the kind and agreeable deportment of all toward each other 
in the transaction of the business for which we assembled, has caused such ac- 
quaintance to ripen into the most friendly relations; and that in closing the busi- 
ness of this session, and returning to our respective homes, we part, cherishing our 
very best wishes for each other's future prosperity, happiness and well being. 

The minutes of this day's proceedings were then read and approved. 
The Board then adjourned until the first Tuesday in October, 18.71, 
unless sooner convened by law.
